[TITLE OF THE UTILITY MODEL] HANDY DEVICE FOR PREVENTING ANTENNA 

FROM BEING MISSED 

[CLAIM] 

1 . A handy device for preventing an antenna from being missed, comprising: 

an antenna having a hand strap through-hole which a hand strap is run 
through and which is formed to protrude from a lateral side; and 

a device main body separable from the antenna by contact plugs, including 
hand strap fixing means for fixing the hand strap, the device main body being a 
handy electric or electronic device main body, and operable by the antenna, 

wherein the hand strap having an annular endless shape, fixed to the hand 
strap fixing means, and having a tip end circular portion formed by a part excluding a 
region fixed to the hand strap fixing means and run through the hand strap 
through-hole, and 

wherein the hand strap is provided so that the tip end circular portion that is 
run through the hand strap through-hole to extend is wound around the antenna to 
bind the antenna tightly. 

[FUNCTIONS AND IMPLEMENTAL EXAMPLE] 

Functions and an implemental example of a handy device for preventing an 
antenna from being missed, according to the present utility model will be described in 
detail. Needless to say, a shape, a diameter, a thickness, a material, a type of 
applicable electric or electronic equipment and the like are not limited to those in the 
present implemental example. 

An antenna-side contact plug (2) and a main body-side contact plug (3) of a 
handy transceiver shown in Fig. 1 are connected to each other, thereby attaching an 
antenna (1) to a main body (4). Further, a fiber endless hand strap (5) shown in Fig. 
1, pleasant to touch, and having a diameter of 5 to 10 centimeters and a thickness of 
about 5 millimeters is fixed to the handy transceiver main body (4). 



Figs. 2(A), 2(B), and 2(C) show a method of attaching the hand strap (5) to the 
antenna (1). First, as shown in Fig. 1(A), a circle at an opposite end of the hand strap 
(5) to an end thereof fixed to the main body side is run through a hand strap 
through-hole (6), and the hand strap (5) is pulled out from the hand strap 
through-hole (6) by a length enough for the circle of the hand strap to pass through a 
tip end of the antenna (1). 

Thereafter, as shown in Fig. 1(B), a portion of the circle pulled out from the 
hand strap through-hole (6), i.e., a tip end open annular portion (S') is caused to pass 
through the tip end of the antenna (1) from above to be wound around the antenna 

(i). 

As shown in Fig. 1(C), the hand strap (5) wound around the antenna (1) by 
the above-stated method is pulled from a main body (4) -side. By doing so, the hand 
strap (5) is tightly fixed to the antenna (1), and the antenna (1) is connected to the 
handy transceiver main body (4) by the hand strap (5) without loosening in a tight 
bound state. 
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
